Various  Opinions 
On  Rate  Increases 

Without  posing  as  economic  ex¬ 
perts,  students  of  the  College  have 
views  on  proposed  increases  of 
postal  rates  and  the  Federal  gas¬ 
oline  tax,  as  is  shown  by  a  samp¬ 
ling  of  opinion. 

“Demand  for  gas  is  inelastic; 
therefore  an  increase  in  price  will 
not  decrease  the  amount  that  is 
bought  enough  to  decrease  rev¬ 
enue,"  reasoned  Ivan  Rasmussen, 
senior  economics  and  social  science 
major  from  Kbnballton,  Iowa. 

Most  Students  Disapprove 

Most  students  polled  were  not 
in  favor  of  such  an  increase  unless 
a  definite  need  could  be  shown, 

“If  gasoline  prices-  keep  going 
up,  foreign  cars  will  be  in  more 
demand  in  order  to  cut  down  on 
gas  consumption,"  believes  Don 
Kixmiller,  junior  mathematics  and 
physics  major  from  Carson,  Iowa. 

“Post  office  employees  are  poor¬ 
ly  paid;  so  a  postal  rate  increase  is 
necessary,  definitely,”  stated  Dean 
Roberts,  junior  history  and  social 
science  major,  Atchison^  Kansas. 
He  is  not  so  much  for  an  increase 
in  the  gasoline  tax  unless  specif¬ 
ically  for  internal  improvements, 
such  as  the  road  system. 

Some  Favor  Postal  Increase 

Robert  L.  Hayden,  senior  English 
and  social  science  major,  Mary¬ 
ville,  said,  “Gas,  no;  postal  yes; 
we- need  the  extra  revenue.” 

"Since  the  Post  Office  Depart¬ 
ment  is  running  on  a  deficit,  a 
raise  would  be  in  line,”  is  the  opin¬ 
ion  of  Kenneth  Gerardy,  history 
and  social  science  major,  Atchison, 
Kansas.

D.  disserta¬ 
tion  was  entitled  “The  Treaty  of 
Wanghia,”  the  first  treaty  between 
China  and  the  United  States. 

Speaks  Several  Dialects 

In  China  Dr.  Dildine  lived  four 
years  in  an  area  where  the  Hingh¬ 
wa  dialect  is  spoken,  and  nine  years 
in  an  area  where  the  Mandarin 
language  is  used.  In  each  of  these 
residences  Dr.  Dildine  was  expected 
to  acquire  a  use  of  the  local  lang¬ 
uage  in  order  to  comprehend  and 
teach. 

Some  of  the  additions  to  the  cur¬ 
riculum  of  Northwest  Missouri  State 
College  introduced  by  Dr.  Dildine 
are  the  introduction  of  a  two-hour 
credit  course,  “The  Far  East”;  a 
two-hour  credit  course,  "Great 
World  Religions”;  a  two-hour  cred¬ 
it  course,  "History  of  Russia  to 
1917”;  a  two-hour  credit  course, 
"History  of  the  Hebrews  to  A.  D. 
30”;  and  a  two-hour  credit  course, 
"The  Beginnings  of  Christianity." 
While  in  China  he  introduced  a  co¬ 
education  class  in  teacher  training  at 
the  Peking  Methodist  High  School. 

He  Enjoys  Hobbies 

Dr.  Dildine  enjoys  singing  in 
choir  or  chorus  and  partici¬ 
pates  actively  in  the  Methodist 
Church  choir.  Reading  of  current 
developments  in  China  and  walk¬ 
ing  bring  much  enjoyment  to  him. 

According  to  Dr.  Dildine,  there 
have  been  many  changes  in  the  so¬ 
cial  science  department  over  the  past 
31  years.  The  importance  of  holding 
an  advanced  degree  has  become 
more  strongly  emphasized  since 
1928,  and  there  has  been  a  big  ad¬ 
vancement  in  the  curriculum  offer¬ 
ed  for  postgraduates.  There  has  also 
been  a  great  increase  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  faculty  members  on  the  soc¬ 
ial  science  staff.
